The Status of Claims 

Claims 1-6 are pending. 
Claims 1-6 have been rejected. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC $112 

Applicants' argument filed 3/1/05 have been fully considered but are not 
persuasive. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

The rejection of claims 1-5 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, has been 
maintained due to applicants' failure to modify the claims in the amendment. 

Applicants' Argument 

1 . Applicants argue the following issues: 

a. the phrase " reacting substantially all of the free hvdroxvl groups 
present in the resultant mixture " is not indefinite since the amount of 
unreacted hydroxyl groups is defined by the limitation that the mixture 
should have a hydroxyl number of no more than 100 mg KOH/g in claim 
1 . 
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The applicants' argument have been noted, but these arguments are not persuasive. 

First, with respect to the argument, the Examiner has noted applicants' 
argument. However, This expression is still vague and indefinite because the word " 
substantially" does not elaborate how much the free hydroxy groups present in the 
starting reaction mixture are reacted in the reaction process . Therefore, applicants' 
argument is irrelevant.
